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Amtrak train 
on new route 
derails, kills 3 
near Seattle

DUPONT, WASH. 

An Amtrak train making the first 
run along a faster new route hur- 
tled off an overpass south of Seattle 
on Monday and spilled some of its 
cars onto the highway below, kill- 
ing at least three people, injuring 
more than 100 and crushing two 
vehicles, authorities said. 

Attention quickly turned to the 
train’s speed. A website that maps 
location and speed using data from 
Amtrak’s train tracker app showed 
the train was going 81 mph about 
a quarter of a mile from the point 
where it derailed, where the speed 
limit is significantly lower. 

Seventy-seven passengers and 
seven crew members were aboard 
when the train derailed and pulled 
13 cars off the tracks. Authorities 
said there were three confirmed 
deaths and more than a dozen peo- 
ple with critical or serious injuries.

Keely Smith | 1932 - 2017 


Norfolk native 
who sang beside 
husband Louis 
Prima dies at 89

Keely Smith, a smoky-voiced bal- 
ladeer from Norfolk who became 
a nightclub sensation in the 1950s 
with her then-husband, the comi- 
cally disruptive entertainer Louis 
Prima, and who gradually emerged 
from his shadow as an acclaimed 
solo performer, died Saturday in 
Palm Springs, Calf. She was 89. 

Her publicist, Bob Merlis, con- 
firmed the death in a statement. 
The cause was not immediately 
disclosed. 

Prima and Smith’s act offered a 
seamless blend of anarchy and so- 
phistication, with his sassy beast to 
her cool beauty. Their physical and 
musical chemistry brought them 
a mass following, hit records and 
$25,000 a week on the Las Vegas 
Strip, and helped make Sin City, 
then a second-tier desert outpost, 
a major show-business destination.

Sweeping tax overhaul legislation 
that touches just about every Amer- 
ican is headed for a vote Tuesday in 
the U.S. House of Representatives. 

If approved, it goes to the Senate. 
Republicans believe they have enough 
votes in the Senate to pass it and send 
it to President Donald Trump for his 
expected signature. 

No Democrats in either chamber 
are expected to vote for the bill. 

The measures, drafted by Congress’ 
Republican majority without Demo- 
crats , offers the biggest tax savings to 
businesses and the wealthiest citizens. 

And, it includes myriad changes to 
tax deductions and credits to all who 


file a tax return. The bill would de- 
crease federal taxes for most Ameri- 
cans, but how it affects individuals or 
families will depend on the income, 
family size, investments, other tax- 
es they pay and more. It would not 
affect 2017 tax returns, due for indi- 
viduals in April. 

Taxpayers will need to balance 
what they might gain with what they 
might lose to figure out what the 
changes mean for them. 

The plan is funded, in part, with 
borrowed money that would be paid 
back by future generations. Budget 
experts estimate it would add $1.46 
trillion to the national debt over the 
next decade.

PORTSMOUTH 

A 15-year-old gang member 
charged with shooting a Portsmouth 
police officer is being held at the 
Hampton Roads Regional Jail in vio- 
lation of federal law, according to the 
jail’s superintendent. 

And Will Patterson Jr. is not the only 
one. Superintendent Ronaldo Myers 
said six other juveniles charged as 


adults are being held at the correc- 
tional facility even though he can’t 
fully comply with the federal Prison 
Rape Elimination Act of 2003. 

“TIl be 100-percent honest with you, 
we are not compliant with PREA,” 
said Myers, who took over the region- 
al jail in March amid a federal inves- 
tigation into how the facility treats 
its inmates. 

Myers, the president-elect of the
